UBC Man’s 
Experiments 
May Aid Aged 


Good news for many of Vic- 
toria’s elderly persons is con 
tained in a report by a young 
University of British Columbia 
professor who says he has dis 
covered a method to effectively 
fight hardening of the :

[THE POPE URGES WOMEN 


-~, VATICAN CITY (UP)—Pope Pius XII: today 
urged women to defend spiritual values “in this age 
of triumph for science.” 


Addressing the women’s section of the interna- 
tional committee for unity arid universal culture, in- 
cluding the wives of diplomats in Rome, the Pope 
warned that a “materialistic civilization” is penetra- 
ting the human world, “both insidiously, silently, and 
by violence.” 

“It is trying to imprison man in a complete de- 
terminism, to annihilate all real liberty, and to bind 
minds and hearts in pitiless servitude,” he said. 

“Who can recognize better than you the damage 
already done to souls, and who can better bring the 
appropriate remedies, that is, a renewal of moral and 
spiritual energies?” 

He pointed out that the group was aimed “not 
at an expansion of technical conquests, but at an in- 
ternal development at studies that are in no sense 
utilitarian, but are disinterest¢d and beneficient.” 

“The natural vocation of woman, both as wife 
and mother, guardian of the home and its intimacy, 
inclines her to think of everything that touches the 
destiny of people, inc luding their deeper life, and their 
"fundamental aspiration,” the Pope said.
